The Royal Society for the encouragement of Arts, Manufactures and Commerce was 
founded in 1754, by Wiiliam Shipley, a drawing master from Northampton, who 
assembled a group of the most eminent artists, philosophers and scientists of the day 
and declared that the objectives of his Society were 'to embolden enterprise, to 
enlarge science, to refine art, to improve our manufactures and to extend our 
commerce. The Society moved to its present premises, which were purpose built by 
the Adam brothers as part of their Adelphi development, in 1774.

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Greek Coins and the Persian Empire 


The collection of the late Professor James C Brindley 


James C Brindley (1919-2001) was Professor of Geology in 
University College Dublin. As a very young graduate, his 
first employment was with Burmah Oil in Burma, followed 
by a period in India and then at Imperial College, London, to 
pursue research. Fascinated by ancient history from a very 
early age, his particular interest in numismatics was aroused 
when he found some Roman coins in a box of miscellaneous 
oddments at an auction. His collections have included 
Kushan Kings of India, Parthian coins, and Roman coins, 
especially with Christian motifs, all disposed of separately. 


It was to the coins represented in this sale, of those territories which owed allegiance 
to the Persian King, that he found himself mainly attracted, and here he found a 
subject for ongoing research. Coins of the communities ranging round the shores of 
the East Mediterranean, from Caria and Lydia in Asia Minor, to Cilicia and Cyprus, 
and also those regions where native cultures remained dominant, Syria, Phoenicia, 
Palestine and Egypt, until all Persian influence was swept away by Alexander the 
Great: these were all part of his study. The coins are represented in the collection 
sometimes in considerable quantities, sometimes in small numbers, but always with 
a due regard to the place of the smaller denominations in the coinage. The collection 
contains a greater number of coins of the chosen territories than many public 
collections, and is almost of Sylloge standard. 


The catalogue begins with examples of the Persian royal issues, with a 
comprehensive selection of the Siglos coinage. The cities in Caria (to which territory 
some once homeless “Satrapal” coins are now attributed), and Lycia are modestly 
represented, as are Pamphylia and Pisidia. It is with Cilicia and Phoenicia that the 
coinage was studied and collected in some depth, and the mints of these territories 
are particularly well represented. There is a group of coins of Syria, including 
Bambyce, of Palestine, and especially Samaria. Cyprus is also present. Throughout, 
the collection contains numerous examples of that fractional silver coinage for which 
the region is well known. Scholars have regularly attributed these anepigraphic 
coins differently, and this collector enjoyed the challenge offered by them. 


James Brindley was a member of the Royal Irish Academy, a member of the Board 
of Visitors of the National Museum of Ireland, and a visiting Professor at 
Chandigarh, India. After his retirement, he spent several months each year in India, 
where he was interested in the conservation of the tiger. 


A compact disc has been produced as a supplement to this cataiogue of James Brindley’s 
collection. It archives every coin in the collection in colour and at very high resolution.
